A part of his-'report- bears upon 


conditions in the 'city, of Newark and 
a part on the conditions at Buckeye 
Lake, Kirkersville, and Millersport. 
He recommends the abandonment of 
that portion of the property which .ex- 
tends to Millersport, the.repair of all 
aqueducts,- sluice' -gates and certain 
improvements at the'lake from a sanr 
itary standpoint. -He recommends 
the rejuvenation "of-the big pile dri- 
ver which is going to rack and ruin 
at .the lake. Ho urges the cleansing 
of the canal bed -to • permit a better 
iilow of water and- thus improve the 
sanitary conditions along the water- 
way.The report states that the investi- 
gation reveals the- fact that at the 
time the measurements were taken 
that the lake wa« two feet and two 
standard or ordi-

The Licking aqueduct which was bad-

Is about nine miles long and in this 
section there are two aqueducts in a 
poor state of repair. He calls special 
attention to the conditions of these 
aqueducts and says that in a shorn 
time they will be-useiess. 
He says 


the canal is filled with sandbars, veg- 
etable growths and port.ions of old 
locks, etc. Fie says if the contracts 
for water in New.ark and along the 


canal- are to be- fulfilled 
by,

state this property must be repaired.

paid by the victim. This was the sit- 
uation reported by Mrs. Jennie Ros- 
entaul, of Wakefield, 
Mich., who 


spent every cent she had to take her 
baby with her to Chicago. The $200 
she had gone for she was told would 
come only in the form of a reduced 
due -bill.- -Penniless and half starved 
the woman and child 
were turned 


over to the county agent.

A low estimate of each individ- 
ual's expenses during his stay would 
be $25, and if the 7..200 tourists in 
1909-10 season spent only that much 
per capita they left $180,000 behind 
them. 
The sum they do spend is 


without a doubt considerably in ex- 
cess of these figures, and, added to 
the smaller expenditures of the thou- 
sands of pilgrims, makes an impor- 
tant part of the district's income." 


The * production 
of -the exports 


classed under the heading of relig- 
ious souvenirs' forms one of the lead- 
ing industries in both Jerusalem and 
Bethlehem. 
In the latter town there 


are several concerns shipping mother 
of pearl articles, chiefly rosaries and 
crosses, all over the world.

"The argument of the department is 
that these "puzzles" are so palpably 
easy of solution as to. bring a flood 
of answer?, and that the "prizes" are 
intended to benefit the advertiser 
more than the persons to whom they 
are awarded. Under the official ban 
comes most notably the certificate 
scheme, whereby the contestants who 
solve the "puzzle" receive as a re- 
ward an elaborate document, credit- 
ing them with $100 more or less, on 
the purchase of a piano from the ad- 
vertiser. 


"While Mr. Goodwin has given a 


separate ruling in each case that has 
come before him, his findings, in'all 
instances, have been based on an act 
of Congress of March 4, 190'9, and" 
have been adverse to the "puzzle" 
piano dealers."

tal flight, sped today_up the fertile 
Sacramento Valley and landed 
at 


6:36 last evening at the foot of the 
white ramparts of the Sierras, the 
conquest of whose summit may prove, 
the ultimate test of ^success or'fail- 
ure for liis attempt. 
With a brief halt at Sacramento

Bailey's Twenty Years. 


" People have begun to ask since Sen- 
ator Bailey announced his intention 
to retire what he has accomplished 
In the twenty years he has been in 
congress. When it is found there is 
scarcely anything in the way of leg- 
islation that can by any possibility 
bear his name it must be remembered 
that in all those twenty years his par- 
ty was in power but two years, and 
then it was torn by factions. 


Jllnority members of either house do 


not often write statutes unless they 
Seize upon some nonpartisan subject 
or something that belongs to the par- 
ty in power which has been neglected. 
But it is doubtful if Bailey will stand^ 
as high as John Sharp Williams as rt' 
minority leadef or opposition manager 
and adviser. 


Bailey's following dwindled year by 


year in the senate. He was welcomed 
in that body as the man who would 
unite the opposition into a strong and 
compact force, but he soon found him 
self at the head of a "desultory mem- 
bership in the senate, and nearly all 
were men strongly tinctured with pro- 
tection and who would be protection- 
ists if they were not from southern 
Democratic states. 


Petulance In Strong Men. 


Bailey is the type of man whose 


petulance constantly made him ene- 
mies. He-was so sure that whatever 
he thought was right nnd thnt every- 
body who differed with him was 
wrong that he was constantly alienat- 
ing men ot his party. His temper was 
violent when he wns angered, and he 
has never been able to control himself 
when such control meant success. 


In this Bailey was like a number of 


other strong men. The late Speaker 
Reed had a petulant temper which at 
times broke out and marred his great 
qualities. Reed also had a strong con- 
tempt for men who differed with .him. 
The same characteristics account in a 
measure for the split in the Republic- 
an majority in the Sixty-first congress, 
when Speaker Cannon exhibited in- 
tolerant tendencies. 


Newlands Versus Bailey. 


In making a comparison of men few 


would compare Bailey with Senator 
Nfewlands of Nevada, yet the lutter's 
uuiue Is attached to two great national 
measures. Newliuids was quite a hum- 
ble member of the minority in the 
bouse, but it was his resolution which 
was passed annexing Hawaii to the 
United States. 
The Newlunds irriga- 


tion act is one of the most important 
laws that have been passed in recent 
ycnrs.

sanction divorce laws of any kind I 
can see with such a law in effect that 
the occurrence of such marriages as
